Chinese),，and the construction of 
30 sliice gates at Pak Heng Lake 
to_ control the influx of mountain 
and sea water， The well-photo- 
graphed slides weretaken by Phils 
son, Denmnis, an optometry student 
at UC Berkeley. 

Of particular interest to me 
were the slides of two _ middle 
schools, The “campuses-” were 


relatively large .and .clean 了 Phil 


explained that students had: to 
compete in entrance examinations 
to be admitted and that there still 
werent enough schools to accom- 


modate- all the youths in the 
district . 
Still，seven schools are .better 


than none at allj the conditiom 
during my father'stime.“Those of 
us wealthy _ enough would give 
four or five baskets of oats to the 
teacher in _ exchange for a year of 
schooling，which was held in the 
village hall，said Dad. When Dad 
arrived in San Francisco in 1921 at 
theage of 16, he could barely read 
and write Chinese.

Also of interest to me were the 
slides of large theaters and the 
Scenes of Cantonese Opera.

Cousin Phil left Down Moon 
When he was 16 years 01d: “It was 
duite different then, he recalls.

Life is much improved 
now.-At least there is enough to 
eat and wear and most of the 


children can go'to sehool.” 


Chinese from Dow Moon began 
emicgrating to the US in the late

was Chan Deen Ging，who made 
aliving clearing forests. 
POTATO KING 

One of the early ones to make 让 
big was my great grandfather， 
Chin Lung: known as the “po- 
tato king. ”Hecamein 1881 at the 
age of 18 and farmed potatoes in 
the Sacramento. delta._ he was So 
successful that at one time，he 
Oowried as much as 3,000 acres and 
made over $90,000 in one year， 
accordqing to one of his sons，

bration of humane feelings. 

In a well-rehearsed two-hour 
program，creative talents Cenny 
Lim, Nellie Wong, Canyon;， Merle 
Woo, Kitty Tsui, and Nancy Hom 


shared with ， an appreciative 
audience their experiences and 
feelings as Chinese American 


women and as human beings. 
Subjects ranged from stereotypes， 
Sexism and racism to the Vietnam 
War, Sibling rivalry, old age,，and 


the death: of a beloved grand- - 


mother， 

COLLECTIVE 
”The program movedevenlyfrom 
elodquent readings by individual 
writers to0 chorus-like collective 
readings by the group, The initial 
and final group reading， Our 
Feet Are Bound” and “We 
Unbind Our Feet”accurately set 
the mood and theme for the entire 
Drogram. From descriptions of the 
excruciating pain caused by the 
Chinese tradition of footbinding， 
the poem moves to advocating the 
assertive independence of Chinese 
American women today : 

…. .And we are glad- to walk 
upon the earth with our 
daughter 

And to hear the pleasant 
echoes of our footsteps falling 
人 free 

Weare unbinding our feet 

Weare women who write 

We are women who work 

We are women wholove 

Our presence in this worldq.” 


It could easily have been a 
sombre evening of feminist right- 
eoltisness and knocks against male 
but that was 
certainly not the intent of “Un- 
bound Feet. ”Comic relief was 
provided in the first half of the 
program with commercials that 
Doked fun at stereotypes and the 
Chinese tradition of favoring the 
son (by Canyon)，and Nellie 
Wong's piece on a confrontation 
between a white chauvinist boss 
and_ his “Oriental” exotic secre- 
tarV， “Ms. Secrity-Runs-A- 
Risk.” 

INVOLVED 

Merle Woo's piece on an elderly 
in a convalescent home 
frightened by an old movie that 
reflects her past totally involved 
the audience's emotions， So did 
Kitty Tsuis piece， “Poa Poa Is 
Living Breathing Light,， where 
she plaved the part of both the 
granddaughter and grand- 
mother， The grandmothers part 
was particularly convincing with 
the inclusion of Chinese words
